—  The  Buenos  Aires  newpapers  are  calling 
public  attention  to  the  circumstance  that  the 
<rater  supply  of  that  city  has  become  insuf- 
ficient, 

—  We  see  by  our  exchanges  that  some 
Argentines  are  manifesting  their  disapproval 
of  the  notes  of  the  new  currency  emission  by 
tearing  them  and  then  roughly  pasting  them 
together. 

—  The  Argentine  government  claims  that 
the  economies  made  in  the  1900  budget  anion  lit 
'  '  seven  million  dollars.  llut  bow  about  the 
d 'ferred  payments  of  accounts  belonging  to 
tnat  vear 1 

—The  official  returns  for  1890,  show  that  the 
total  number  of  immigrants  arriving  in  Ar- 
gentina that  year  was  111,083,  while  the 
departures  numbered 62,241,  leaving  a  balance 
of  only  48 ,84-1  remaining  in  the  country.  The 
passenger  arrivals  numbered  34,616,  and  the 
departtire.s32,472. 

-—The  real  losses  by  inundations  down 
south  are  now  coming  to  hand  from  the  21 
partidos  which  were  under  water.  The  latest 
calculation  of  losses  of  livre  stock  gives  the 
alarming  figures  of  500,000  head  of  cattle 
and  20,000,000  sheep.  For  the  latter  alone 
this  represents  a  value  of  £20,000,000  mill.

—  Telegrams  from  Paris  announce  that  Dr. 
Carlos  Pellegrini  has  completed  the  negotia- 
tions for  the  formation  of  a  company  to  start 
a  freezing  establishment  at  I/i  Plata  with  a 
capital  of  £150,000.  The  telegrams  add  that 
Dr.  Pellegrini  is  at  present  occupied  with  the 
Argentine  debt  conversion  project,  the  nego- 
tiations of  which  were  postponed  until  April 
next,  according  to  the  arrangements  with  the 
Argentine  government  and  Loudon  bankers. 
—Southern  Cross,  Dec.  28; 

—  The  shoe-makers'  association  have  ap- 
proached the  finance  minister  asking  him  to 
change  the  valuta tton  of  boots  and  shoes  as 
figuring  to  day  in  the  custom  house  valuations, 
being  $30  gold  per  dozen  fine  arid  520  gold  per 
dozen  ordinary.  They  claim  that  all  boots 
and  shoes  are  being  admitted  under  the  second 
category,  as  up  to  Nov.  15  of  the  current  year, 
29,244  pairs  of  boots  have  been  imported  and 
classified  as  ordinary  and  only  48  pairs  as 
fine.  The  minister  promised  to  see  that  in 
future  the  boots  received  their  proper  clfts- 
siftcation.— iVtfww,  Bueiios  Aires. 

—  The  Southern  Cross  says  that  "a  decree 
has  been  issued  whereby  the  Luther  Com- 
pany of  Brunschweig,  Germany,  is  authorized 
to  construct  and  work  grain  elevators  and 
dryers  in  the  ports  of  the  capital,  ]>  Plata, 
Ua  riia  Blanea  and  Rosario,  and  at  nil  the 
principal  railway  stations  in  the  republic.  A 
sum  of£2,ooo,ooogoldis  to  be  invested  in  the 
constructions".  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  ca- 
pital still  goes  to  Argentina  in  spite  of  her 
errors  and  sins,  and  the  reason  is  to  be  found 
in  the  elasticity  and  progress! ven ess  of  the 
country.  Bad  as  the  politicians  are,  and 
much  as  they  steal,  they  can  not  counteract 
the  productive  activities  of  the  country.

The  ever   increasing  area  which  is  beiutr 
year  by  year,  taken  from  pastoral  lauds  and 
banded    over    to    the    agricultural    interests 
basset  many  people  to   work,  and  to  cudt-ei 
their  brains,  as  to  the  possibility  of  this  staple 
product  of  the  soil  being  made  to  pay   slill 
further  tribute,  before  it   be  sent  out  of  the 
country.     The  enormous   shipments  of  wheat 
last  season  are  not  likely,  we  should  think,  to 
suffer  much,  if  any,  diminution  in  the  present 
one,  even  although  the  yield  per  acre  be  not  so 
satisfactory,    owing    to  unfavourable   circum- 
stances attending  the  plant  during  Its  growth 
But  there  is    no  doubt  that  if  this  grain  or  a 
part  of  it,  could  be  detained  in  this  country 
and  be  converted  into  flour  which  would  then 
be  shipped  to  the  markets  of  other  countries 
the    milling  industry  would    derive    a    great 
impulse,   and,    moreover,    profitable    employ- 
ment for  labour  would  be  found,  thus    provid- 
ing a  living  for  a  large  number  of  people  who 
have  to  seek   it  by  the   labour  of  their  hand 
and  in  the  sweat  of    their   brow.     We  under- 
stand that  the  government,  in  order  to  foment 
the  milling  industry,  has  offered  and  actual  ly 
paid  a  bounty  011  shipments  of  flour  from  the 
port    of    Rosario,     The  principal  destination 
for  these  shipments  is  Brazil,  and  is  therefore 
"ot  be  wondered   at    if   a    note   of  alarm    was 
struck    by   a    report    that   the    1'nited    Stales 
government    was    agitating    in    Rio   for    lhe 
imposition'  of  an   import   duty  on   Argentine 
flour,  in  viewot  the  dangerous  competition  it 
was  likely  to  introduce  for  that  of  the  United 
States.     We  have  seen  that   this  report  has 
been  contradicted,  although  we  should  not  be 
surprised  to  see  it  confirmed  that  some  steps 
bad  been  taken  in  the   direction   alluded  to 
The  Argentine    may    justly  claim    that    the 
wheat  flour  from  their  lauds  is  very  good  and 
compares  favourably  with  that  brought  from 
North    America.      There  are,  however,  oilier 
considerations  to  b«  taken  into  account  bet   re 
we  think  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  govern- 
nient  of  either  the  Argentine   or    Brazil    to 
intervene,  ill  any  great  degree,    in    a    mailer 
which  should  be  regulated  simply  by  the  action 
of  the  law  of  supply  and   demand.     The  pay- 
nient  of  a  bounty  on   shipment  of   flour    we 
believe   from  the  outset  to  be  a    mistake,  and 
if  we  look  at  what   the    bountv-systeiii  has 
done  for  the  sugar,  and  for  the'  unfortunate 
consumers  of  that   commodity  in   these  pro- 
vinces, we  shall  pray  rather  that  there  should 
be  no  government   or  ollicial   interference  of 
any  kind.

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THE  PUBLIC  REVENUE. 


Since  i8y6  the  receipts  of  the  Rio  de 
Janeiro  custom-house  have  been  con- 
stantly decreasing.  When'  President 
Campos  Saltes  took  office  in  November, 
189S,  he  could  not,  we  presume,  fail  to 
perceive  the  decrease  in  revenue  at  the 
most  important  port  in  Brazil;  but,  un- 
fortunately ,  he  apparently  failed  to 
understand  the  cause  and,  not  knowing 
that  taxation  had  exceeded  the  produc- 
tive limit,  he  aggravated  the  evil  instead 
of  removing  it.  The  following  state- 
ment of  the  receipts  of  this  custom- 
house for  the  last  five  years  shows  the 
result  of  this  erroneous  policy  :

The  foregoing  figures  show  that  the 
revenue  collected  last  year  at  the  Rio 
de  Janeiro  custom- house  is  less  than  one- 
half  of  that  collected  in  1896  and  less 
than  three- fourths  of  that  collected  in 
the  year  in  which  President  Campos 
Salles  took  office. 

It  is  true  that  both  before  and  after 
his  taking  office  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  receipts  of  the  general  revenue 
office  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  but  this  increase 
is  not  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the 
decrease  in  customs  receipts,  as  is  shown 
by  the  following  statement  of  those  re- 
ceipts for  the  last  live  years:

Comparing  the  combined  custom- 
house and  revenue  office  receipts  for 
1900  with  those  for  previous  years,  we 
have  the  following  result : 


five  consecutive  years  at  an  important 
commercial  city  like  Rio  de.  Janeiro 
there  is, a  constant  and  large  decrease  in 
revenue,  it  is  evident  that  there  is 
something  radically  wrong.  And  in  the 
present  instance  there  seems  to  be  no— 
doubt  that  the  principal  disturbyp 
factor  is  burdensome  taxation.  Injmeir 
frantic  anxiety  to  increase  the  public 
revenue  the  government  and  congress 
have  multiplied  taxes  and  increased  the 
rates  of  taxation,  aggravating  theformer 
burdens  of  the  people  and  loading  the 
country  with  new  burdens.  They  have 
thus  absorbed  and  diverted  into  unpro- 
ductive channels  available  resources  that 
would  have  otherwise  sought  productive 
investment,  driven  capital  out  of  the 
country,  hindered  the  introduction  of 
new  capital,  deprived  useful  industries 
of  the  means  required  for  insuring  their 
maintenance  and  prosperity,  hampered 
and  restricted  trade,  weakened  confi- 
dence and  credit,  discouraged  enterprise 
and  retarded  the  development  of  the 
country.  In  this  way,  instead  of  pro- 
moting the  desired  increase  in  revenue, 
they  have  produced  just  the  opposite 
result,  besides  doing  incalculable  injury 
tn  the  important  interests  011  which 
future  revenue  depends. 

In  1899,  10  psr  cent,  of  the  import 
duties  were  collected  hi  gold.  The 
amount  of  gold  revenue  thus  obtained 
was,  however,  considerably  less  than 
that  which  the  government  and  con- 
gress had  expected,  and  it  was  accord- 
ingly resolved  to  collect  in  gold  last  year 
15  per  cent,  of  those  duties.  In  the 
budget  the  amount  of  gold  revenue  ex-  * 
Peeled  from  this  source  is  estimated  at 
27,000,000$,  which,  added  toother  gold 
receipts  of  the  customhouse,  would,  it 
was  anticipated,  make  27,506,000,$.  In 
1S99  the  customs  receipts  collected  in 
gold  amounted  to  18,897,217$,  of  which 
6,935,374$,  or  over  36  1/2  °/0l  were  col- 
lected at  Rio  de  Janeiro.  In  this  pro- 
portion there  should  have  b^eu  collected 
at  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  custom-house  in 
1900,  according  to  the  budget  estimate, 
over  10,000,000s  in  gold.  The  amount 
actually  collected,  however,  was  only 
7,959,756!,  the  shortage  being,  conse- 
quently, over  2,ooo,ooo|. 

As  the  causes  which  have  produced 
a  decrease  in  revenue  at  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
are  general  in  their  nature,  they  neces- 
sarily operate  in  other  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. At  some  of  the  commercial  cities, 
however,  their  effects  are  modified  by 
counteracting  causes.  At  Bahia  and 
Pernambuco,  for  instance,  the  customs 
receipts  last  year  were  even  larger  than 
111  1899,  but  not  so  large  as  in  1S98, 
1S97  and  1896.  The  Bahia  customs 
receipts  in  the  five  years  were  as  follows:

Tin-;  incident  which  has  just  occurred 
in  this  city  in  regard  to  the  imposition 
of  municipal  export  duties,  should  direct 
public  attention  to  the  necessity  of  plac- 
ing some  restriction  011  legislative  bodies 
in  such  matters.  It  appears  that  the 
scheme  was  brought  up  and  incorporat- 
ed in  the  municipal  budget  at  the  last 
moment,  and  no  one  seems  to  have 
noticed  it  until  the  said  budget  had 
been  signed  and  published  by  the  prefect. 
The  Rio  News  was  the  first  paper  to  call 
attention  to  the  act,  and  then,  two  or 
three  days  later  the  commercial  associa- 
tions and  two  local  journals  took  up 
the  subject  and  insisted  on  the  withdraw- 
al of  a  measure  so  inimical  to  the  in- 
terests of  this  capital.  The  result  is  that 
some  of  the  aldermen  have  promised  to 
have  the  obnoxious  project  laid  aside  for 
the  present.  But  what  assurance  have 
we  that  it  will  not  be  ordered  into,  exe- 
cution at  some  later  date,  when  public 
attention  is  absorbed  in  some  other  di- 
rection ?  To  guard  against  such  sur- 
prises the  commercial  bodies  of  the 
whole  country  should  unite  in  demand- 
ing an  amendment  to  the  constitution 
providing  that  no  tariff  changes  or  laws 
of  a  general  and  permanent  character 
shall  be  embodied  in  the  annual  budget 
laws,  and  that  no  tariff  legislation  or  tax 
bills  can  be  voted  and  promulgated  until 
after  the  expiration  of  a  certain  specified 
period,  counting  from  the  date  when 
the  bill  is  introduced,  which  period 
should  not  be  less  than  six  months.  The 
object  should  be  to  give  the  public  an 
opportunity  to  study  and  discuss  the 
projects,  and  to  record  their  protests  in 
case  they  appear  to  be  prejudicial  to 
private  interests.  This  will  do  away 
with  all  these  pernicious  tariff  changes 
which  are  now  adopted  at  the  end  of 
every  congressional  session,  and  it  will 
also  act  as  a  check  on  the  activity  of 
state  and  municipal  legislators.  It  would 
be  desirable  also  to  put  some  restriction 
on  the  creation  of  inter-state  and  inter- 
municipal  import  and  export  duties, 
which  are  now  causing  so  much  injury 
to  the  country,  but  perhaps  it  will  be 
wise  not  to  ask  for  too  much  at  the 
outset.  Some  restriction  must  be  placed 
on  the  taxing  powers  of  these  legislative 
bodies,  and  at  once,  or  we  shall  have 
the  people  driven  to  revolt. 


IT  gives  us  mud]  pleasure  to  congratulate 
business  men  oil  the  complete  success  of  the 
action  taken  for  relieving  the  people  of  the 
burden  of  paying  tlie  export  duties  fa  species

which  intense  opposition  to  the  payment  of 
the  duties  was  expressed,  a  committee  waa 
appointed  for  obtaining  their  repeal,  This 
committee  conferred  with  several  aldermen 
from  whom  they  received  assurances  that  the 
obnoxious  duties  would  be  repealed  The 
victory  thus  ^chieved  is  a  valuable  and  en- 
couragiag  objlct  lesson  for  taxpayers  To 
::!:lain  rel^f  frcm  other  -ppr-s^vt  hurkns 
that  are  ruining  business  interests  and  impo- 
verishing the  people  they  must  display  the 
Spirit  that  prevailed  at  the  meeting  „u  Satur- 
day. There  must  be  earnestness,  harmony 
determination  anil  activity  combined  with 
prudence,  moderation  and  judgment 


WB  regret  to  say  that  the  Gazela  de  Nolicias 
of  the  past  week  again  brought  us  disappoint- 
ment, for  it  gave  us  no  information  at  all 
about  that  unending  negotiation  for  a  reci- 
procity treaty  with  the  United  States.  We  had 
hoped  to  hear,  at  UfksL, J-hat  the  minister  of 
finance  had  returned  the  proposal  under  dis- 
cussion so  that  our  diplomatic  friends  might  be 
doing  something,  hut  all  to  no  purpose,  The 
minister  has  made  no  provision  for  the  antic- 
ipated loss  in  revenue,  and  he  proposes  to 
sit  on  that  treaty  long  enough  to  render  it 
impossible  of  execution  this  year.  The  Gazela, 
however,  did  not  fail  to  ^iva  us  a  little 
diplomatic  information  by  stating  tint  »  Mr. 
Palm, United  Stales  consul,"  had  called  011  the 
minister  of  foreign  affairs.  Information  of 
this  character  leads  us  to  hope  that  something 
may  have  occurred  after  all  and  that  next 
week  we  shall  be  informed  that  the  treaty  is 
almost  concluded. 


The  government's  most  zealous  defender, 
the  lYolia'a,  accidentally  struck  a  new  and 
discordant  chord  on  the  3rd  inst.  in  an  editorial 
lament  oyer  the  decreased  consumption  of 
fresh  beef  iu'this  city.  The  Nnlicia  may  have 
been  thinking  of  the  contractors' interest  in 
the  matter,  as  diminished  consumption  menus 
diminished  profits  for  them,  but  many  others 
will  more  properly  he  thinking  of  the  causes. 
When  the  people  begin  to  cut  down  their 
expenditures  for  bread  and  meat,  it  must  be 
concluded  that  they  are  suffering  serious  pri- 
vations. And  ;i  wise  government  will  not 
hesitate  to  accept  this  as  a  true  exposition  of 
their  condition.  Then;  is  no  concealing  the 
fact  that  the  pinch  of  hard  times  is  becoming 
very  serious  in  the  great  majority  of  house- 
holds in  Ibis  city.  Money  is  still  expended 
on  many  unnecessary  things,  but  it  can  not 
be  disputed  that  much  less  is  expended  in 
food  and  clothing  than  was  the  case  only  a 
few  years  ago.  And  when  we  consider  prices 
and  the  lack  of  employment,  we  find  our- 
selves wandering  how  many  of  the  poor  people 
are  able  to  live  at  all, 


Thk  Gazela  de  Kolicias  of  Sunday  treated 
its  readers  to  a  very  singular  discussion  of  the 
attempts  strikes  which  have  lately  occurred 
attributing  these  occurrences  to  false  reports 
maliciously  circulated  by  enemies  of  the  coun- 
try. Tlie  coachmen  understood  that  new  taxes 
had  been  imposed  on  vehicles  and  that  it  was  to 
be  deducted  from  their  pay,  so  they  threatened 
to  strike.  And  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
having  increased  its  tax  on  poultry  exported 
from  that  slate  to  this  city,  the  poultry-raisers 
have  struck  and  will  not  continue  the  traffic. 
All  these  the  Gazela  believes  to  be  the  result 
of  a  deeply-laid  plan,  which  plan,  is  antago- 
nistic to  the  government  and  institutions  of 
the  country.  And  this  fresh  outbreak  of  treas- 
onable schemes,  says  the  Qazeta,  is  due  to 
the  clemency  exercised  bv  the  jury  which 
recently  absolved  the  persons  accused  of 
conspiracy  about  a  year  ago,  It  is  an  ex- 
traordinary argument,  and  we  can  not  say 
it  that  reflects  much  credit  on  the  paper 
over  which  Ferreira  de  Araujo  presided  for 
so  long  a  time.  All  we  have  to  sav  is  that  if  it 
is  treason  for  a  man  to  protest  against  burden- 
some bxaliou.  orto  suspend  business  for  the 
same  cause,  then  the  country  will  very  soon 
be  full  of  it. 


The  decision  of  tlie  district  court  of  this 
-ipital  in  favor  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  Harbour 
and  Dock  Co.,  I,d.,  by  which  that  company  is 
entitled  to  collect  2  per  cent,  gold  on  the  im- 
ports received  at  this  port,  may  be  strictly  in 
accordant  with  the  law  but  it  is  neveri.ii. d.-ss 
highly  prejudicial  to  trade fltid  inimical  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  city.  Under  the  burdens 
already  imposed  upon  commerce,  the  trade  of 
this  port  must  diminish.  Add.  now,  another 
2  per  cent,  gold,  ami  the  decrease  will  he  all 
the  more  accentuated.  The  city  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  lias  no  need  of  an  artificial  harbor,  for 
nature  has  provided  us  with  a  natural  one 
which  19  unrivalled  for  size  and  convenience 
and  which  can  be  adapted  to  every  require- 
inent  at  a  moderate  expense,  To  build  an 
artificial  harbor  in  the  middle  of  this  magnifi- 
cent  natural  harbor  is  to  make  ourselves^ridi- 
culous  before  the  whole  world.  The  scheme 
was  invented  when  speculation  was  ruiming 
mad  in  our  midst,  and  it  was  never  any  thine 
more  than  a  job.  No  matter  what  is  now  done 
by  way  of  beginning  work,  we  do  not  consider 
it  serious  and  we  doubt  that  it  will  ever  be 
carried  out,  even  in  part.  To  load  the  tnde 
of  tins  port  With  so  heavy  a  tax  for  such  a 
scheme  is  sheer  madness

Then  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  a  cup  of  good  coffee, 
because  no  one  knew  bow  to  make  it.  They 
used  too  little  coffee  in  the  making,  they 
burned  it  in  roasting,  and  they  coked  it  in 
the  making.  At  that  time  we  doubt  that  more 
than  one  American  in  ten  thousand  knew  the 
taste  of  a  really  good  cup  of  coffee. 


Provincial  Notes 


—The  appointment  of  Mr.  Adolpli  Hirsch  as 
United  Slates  vice  consul  at  Bahia,  is  an- 
nounced. 

— The  elections  in  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
on  the  30th  ult.  resulted  in  disorder  in  various 
places.  The  official  ticket  was  victorious 
everywhere. 

—  The  counting  of  votes  on  the  1st  inst.  of 
the  last  election  in  Santa  Catliaritm  led  to  a 
split  in  the  Desterro  municipal  council  and 
two  separate  counts. 

—In  Rio  Grande  the  popular  idea  seems  to 
have  been  that  Julio  deCastilhos  is  responsible 
for  the  new  century,  for  lie  has  been  inundated 
with  congratulations. 

— The  rains  are  fortunately  continuing  in 
Ceard,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  people  will  be 
^ble  to  resume  planting.  Public  relief  will  be 
necessary  for  some  time  yet,  however. 

—  The  advent  of  the  new  century  was 
observed  in  all  parts  of  the  country  with 
festivities,  religious  observances,  etc,  In  some 
places  commemorative  crosses  were  raised. 

—The  governor's  party  at  Desterro,  Santa 
Catharina,  began  the  publication  of  a  new 
organ  oil  the  2nd  inst.  It  is  called  O  Dia, 
and  its  initial  number  bore  the  portrait  of 
Gov.  Schmidt. 

—  The  municipal  council  of  Bahia  has 
imposed  an  annual  licence  tax  of  60,000$  on 
frotllSes  and  botiches  (pelota  arenas  and  ball 
alleys)  and  a  personal  tax  of  r$ooo  on  each 
frequenter.  The  tax  will  be  paid  by  the  pro- 
prietor. 

—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  4U1  inst. 
says  that  a  conflict  bad  occurred  on  the  Rio 
Grande  frontier  where  some  smugglers  were 
caught  transporting  hags  of  flour  into  Brazil, 
Shots  were  exchanged  and  some  of  the  smug- 
glers were  captured. 

—The  director  of  finances  of  the  state  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  has  announced  that  debtors  of 
the  state,  on  account  of  the  year  1900,  will 
have  to  pay  after  31st  March  next  the  sum  of 
10$  additional  for  the  first  50^  and  5$  for  each 
subsequent  50$  up  to  a  maximum  of  100$, 

— A  Fovlaleza  telegram  of  the  2nd  says  the 
notice  that  the  government  had  dissolved  the 
engineering  commission  charged  with  the 
construction  of  public  works  in  Ceard,  bad 
caused  a  disagreeable  surprise  in  that  state.

—  The  Gazcta  de  iVoticiaS  of  the  6  th  is 
informed  that  the  BuiTo  do  Rio  Braiico  will 
accept  the  annual  pension  of  24.0005  voted 
him  by  congress,  but  will  refuse  to  accept  the 
cash  premium  of  300,000$. 

— The  Sao  Paulo  mails  have  been  coming  i  n 
very  irregularly  lately,  ami  some  wholly  inex- 
cusable delays  have  occurred.  One  letter  ad- 
dressed to  this  office  and  dated  December  29th, 
was  only  received  January  5th. 

— Our  readers  will  lie  interested  to  hear  that 
Deputy  Innoeeiieio  Serzedello  is  leaving  for 
Paid  oil  the  loth  inst.  The  situation  in  Para 
is  said  to  be  even  worse  than  it  is  in  Rio,  and 
the  illustrious  tax-giver  will  continue  to  have 
his  good  works  about  him. 

—  It  gives  us  much  pleasure  to  note  that 
Sr,  Augelo  Agostmi,  founder  of  the  Revista 
Illustrada  and  Don  Quixolc,  has  returned 
from  his  trip  to  Europe  fully  recovered  in 
health.  We  shall  hope  soon  to  see  again  the 
work  of  his  inimitable  pencil. 

—  There  were  16  patients  in  the  bubonic 
pest  hospital  on  the  morning  of  the  3rd  inst., 
one  of  which  died  during  the  day.  Thereare 
no  indications  as  yet  of  a  suspension  of  our 
sanitary  troubles,  except  through  the  negli- 
gence of  the  inspectors  and  their  employes, 

— Some  concealed  military  rilles,  uniforms, 
ammunition,  etc.,  have  been  (lis  ;overed  lately, 
and  the  patriot  militant  is  correspondingly 
anxious  over  it.  He  is  dreaming  of  conspiracy 
and  revolution,  and  is  preparing  for  it.  Hut 
the  truth  of  the  matter  unquestionably  lies  not 
far  from  the  little  word  "theft." 

—  The  new  journal  0  Dia  has  nude  a  very 
good  beginning,  and  deserves  success.  It  has 
an  exceptionally  full  telegraphic  report,  and 
its  local  news  department  is  well  filled.  An 
active,  vigorous  and  independent  p  ilicy  will 
assuredly  win  a  flattering  success  for  our  new 
colleague. 

— The  director  of  the  Commereio  doAm/i- 
imatt,  Sr.  J.  Roclta  rtos  Suitos,  writes  home 
from  Madrid  of  having  uiit  Ltliz  G  .lv_v.,  the 
Acre  revolutionist,  wlio  was  siuii  time  ago 
reported  dead.  Gdv-v,  is  rep  »rted  to  hi  liv- 
ing in  Madrid  in  luxury,  and  said  that  lie 
knew  nothing  of  the  report  of  his  death.

—  We  see  by  the  local  press  that  United 
States  Minister  Bryan  is  giving  a  banquet  to 
Governor  Ouintiuo  Bocayuva  and  his  col- 
leagues this  evening  at  Petropolis. 

— Some  years  ago,  under  the  monarchy,  the 
people  never  hud  cause  to  complain  without 
having  Lopes  Trovao  on  the  scene  to  defend 
popular  rights.  Now  the  people  are  suffering 
privations  ami  oppression,  but  Lopes  Trovao 
sits  tight  and  his  voice  is  no  longer  heard. 

—Meddlesome  government  led  to  a  conflict 
at  I'adova,  Italy,  a  few  days  since,  where  the 
carahiniers  interfered  to  prevent  some  poor 
people  singing  a  hymn  of  the  workingnien  in 
the  streets.  Arrests,  tumults,  deaths  mid  in- 
juries resulted  —  and  all  because  the  govern- 
ment can  not  let  the  people  alone.  No  wonder 
Italy  is  a  hotbed  of  anarchism. 

—It  transpires  that  the  mill  shot,  and  killed 
by  the  police  last  mouth,  under  such  reprehen- 
sible circumstances,  was  an  Italian  named 
SaverioGiacoja.a  laborer  on  the  street  cleaning 
service  It  is  said  the  Italian  government  will 
demand  an  indemnity  for  his  death.  Thejorttal 
do  I>ra.~il  has  opened' a  subscription  for  placing 
a  tombstone  on  bis  grave,  which  amounted  to 
55S$4oo  on  the  2nd  inst. 

— -  The  South  America  a  fountal  of  the  15II1 
ult.  contains  an  interesting  interview  with 
Mr.  Johnjoues  in  regard  to  the  history  and 
organization  of  the  Commercial  Telegram 
Bureaus.  Mr.  Jones'  admirable  work  ill  the 
collation  and  distribution  of  commercial  iu 
fonua  I  ion  is  known  and  appreciated  every 
where,  mid  this  statement  of  how  it  is  done 
will  be  widely  appreciated. 

—One  of  the  strangest  things  that  could 
happen  at  the  present  time  would  be  a  com- 
plaint of  a  scarcity  of  water.  Torrential  rains 
have  fallen,  and  for  some  time  we  have  had 
rains  almost  every  day.  Up  country  these 
rains  have  been  so  heavy  that  disastrous 
inundations  have  been  caused.  And  yet,  in 
spite  of  all  this,  complaints  are  made  at 
various  points  iu  the  city  of  a  scarcity  of 
water  !  Why  is  it?  Has  our  system  of  distri- 
bution become  so  defective  that  a  part  of  the 
city  must  go  without  water  even  in  the  wet 
season  ? 

—  An  officer  of  the  torpedo  cruiser  "Tym- 
bira,"  2nd  Lieut.  Augelo  Cintra,  was  found 
dead  in  his  cabin  on  the  morning  of  file  4th 
inst.  He  wis  dressed  iu  gala  uniform  and 
had  shot  himself  through  tlie  head.  In  a  letter 
to  his  godfather,  Dr.  Benicio  de  Abren,  he 
begged  his  pardon  for  what  he  was  about  to  do 
and  explained  that  "the  philosophical  intui- 
tion I  have  of  life  lends  me  to  seek  happiness 
iu  another  and  better  world."  He  was  only  23 
years  of  age,  and  was  evidently  unsettled  iu 
mind  by  the  morbid  philosophy  which  has 
become  so  popular  in  certain  csrcles. 

—  The  general  discontent  freely  expressed 
lias  led  to  reports  of  impending  disturbances. 
This  has  alarmed  the  semi-official  press, 
which  is  engaged  in  denouncing  supposed  in 
stigators  of  disorderly  demonstrations.  Dis- 
quieting minora  are  certainly  objectionable, 
but  experience  has  not  demonstrated  that  the 
evil  en  be  removed  by  means  of  threats. 
What  it  has  shown  is  that,  when  the  people 
are  prosperous  and  contented,  such  reports  do 
not  circulate  and  that  an  honest,  economical 
and  efficient  administration  of  public  affairs 
contributes  to  promote  prosperity  and  content. 

— nl  feel  compelled  to  Say, 11  remarked  Smal- 
wyt  a  day  or  two  since,  « that  1  did  not 
send  any  congratulations  to  President  Campos 
Salles  011  the  advent  of  a  new  century  simply 
because  I  did  not  know  that  he  had  had  any- 
thing to  do  with  it.  I  now  see  that  I  was 
mistaken.  According  to  the  multitude  of  con- 
gratulations and  adhesions  sent  to  him,  I  infer 
that  it  was  all  done  with  his  own  little  hatchet. 
It  is  to  be  feared  that  had  be  not  occupied  his 
present  highly  influential  posiliou  in  Ibis 
modern  Olympus,  there  would  have  been  110 
new  century  at  all  ! » 

—id  am  greatly  concerned  to  know,"  con- 
tinued Smalwyt,  cleaning  his  spectacles, 
11  why  all  this  fuss  should  be  made  over  the 
beginning  of  a  new  century.  If  it  means  a 
new  regime  all  round,  I'd  gladly  throw  my  old 
bats  into  the  street  and  fire  foguctes  into  my 
neighbors'  windows.

— Reports  of  impending  strikes  were  circu- 
lated last  week. 

—  Tiie/o/vM/says  the  minister  of  finance  is 
still  sitting  011  those  reciprocity  proposals. 

—From  Villa  Americana,  S.  Paulo,  there 
were  shipped  in  December  610  car-loads  of 
watermelons  and  460  pipas  of  rum. 

— A  Lelegram  from  Loudon  the  past  week 
announces  the  election  of  B  nil  >  de  Penedo  as 
a  director  of  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  Harbour  and 
Dock  Company,  Limited. 

—The  municipality  of  Sao  Paulo  has  gran  ted 
a  concession  to  Srs.  Fried  &  Eckuianu  for  the 
construction  and  use  of  a  viaduct  from  Largo 
de  S.  Beuto  to  Ephigenia, 

— We  see  by  an  exchange  that  the  str.  "En- 
rique Barrozon  was  to  leave  Bueu  is  Aires  on 
January  5th  with  7,000  lugs  of  flour  for  Rio 
Grande,  shipped  for  account  of  the  Argentine 
flour  syndicate. 

—  The  Gazeta  de  Noticias  hints  that  the 
prefect  has  nearly  concluded  negotiations 
with  Americans  for  a  municipal  loan.  Not  this 
year,  colleague  I  The  iiegoti  ttion  will  be  so- 
mething like  that  for  a  reciprocity  treaty. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  extended  the 
period  of  preparation  for  enforcing  the  law  of 
consular  invoices  to  the  end  of  March  next. 
Very  appropriately  that  vexatious  requirement 
will  enter  into  force  on  1st  April. 

— One  of  our  S.  Paulo  exehang*  calls  the 
attention  of  merchants  to  the  new  budget  h**- 
which  imposes  a  300  reis  stamp  on  all  inv- 
oices orlists  of  merchandise  beariiigt  tine  ent- 
ries of  iipagoii,  "coufere",  and  «!iquidada».  This 
will  greatly  increase  the  costs  of  business. 

— What  is  the  use  of  a  business  community 
building  hopes  of  better  times  on  the  uncer- 
tain and  temporary  assistance  of  a  foreign  loan. 
A  man  can  postpone  bankruptcy  by  borrow- 
ing, but  his  position  is  not  really  improved  by 
it  unless  he  uses  the  addition  d  time  gained 
bv  adding  to  his  resources. 

—  We  have  for  some  time  neglected  to  credit 
the  minister  of  finance  with  the  acceptance 
of  our  suggestion  that  a  common  revenue 
stamp  should  he  adopted  for  all  the  consump- 
tion taxes.  Such  a  stamp  has  been  designed 
and  printed,  and  we  are  no  longer  worried  by 
finding  a  eatcado  stamp  in  our  hats,  a  per- 
fumery stamp  on  our  shoes  and  a  tobacco 
stamp  on  our  soap. 

— A  Para  telegram  of  the  5th  inst.  says  that 
at  Manaos  in  spite  of  the  large  rubber  crop 
the  commercial  and  financial  position  is  pre- 
carious- The  uiojiey  market  is  very  stringent 
and  businessmen  have  to  contend  with  many 
difficulties.  There  seems  to  be  a  hope  of  some 
improvement  iu  the  situitiou  if  the  slate^'iw- 
erumeut  of  AuiazoiKts  succeeds  ia"  its  attempt 
to  contract  a  foreign   loan  of  £1,000,000, 
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—Messrs.  Gibson  Bros,  have  informed  the 
minister  of  agriculture  that  of  the  655  steers 
sent  to  Pard  by  the  «Rouiuey»  lust  September, 
19  died  oti  account  of  the  great  heat.  On  the 
5th  iust.  [Dec]  another  consignment  was  sent 
vJjy  the  "Heroiesn  and  numbered  450.  Of  these 
ojly  1  died,— Buenos  Aires  Herald. 

— &I0  suspend  your  subscriptions  because 
*■'  times  are  bad  is  to  weaken  your  best  advocate. 
It  is  not  only  bad  policy,  but  it  is  rank  ingrat- 
itude' for  the  conscientious  journalist  more 
oJten  sacrifices  than  enriches  himself  for  his 
patrons?  And  to  give  up  advertising  at  such  a 
time  is  to  confess  yourself  beaten.  There  is 
some  business  to  be  done  in  the  worst  of  times, 
and  the  man  who  advertises  liberally  will  get 
the  best  part  of  it. 

—  It  may  net  be  improper  to  mention  that 
the  first  newspaper  in  this  city  which  called 
attention  lo  and  condemned  the  new  municipal 
export  taxes,  was  none,  other  than  7 he  Rio 
News,  the  paper  which  it  has  become  fashion- 
able to  denounce  as  an  enemy  of  the  coun- 
try. Merchants  should  reflect,  however,  that 
this  paper  is  not  an  enemy  of  their  true  in- 
terests, and  is  therefore  entitled  to  their 
sympathy  and  cordial  support. 

— The  new  Uxa  taxes  imposed  by  the  muni- 
cipal council  are  most  oppressive.  No  choice 
is  given  to  the  unfortunate  taxpayer,  for  he 
must  pay  the  tax  whether  he  has  any  garbage 
to  remove  or  not.  The  charge  on  dwelling 
houses  is  based  on  the  rent  and  varies  from 
i$oooto  8$ooo  per  month.  Ilot'ls  and  coufei- 
tarias  must  pay  from  3005  to  1,000$  a  year, 
restaurants  200$  to  700$ ,  hospitals  500$,  con- 
niercial  houses  72  to  200$,  offices  72$  to 
80$,  etc.  The  only  escape  from  them  unicipal 
highwaymen  is  to  run  for  your  life. 

— «A  Brazilian  friend  of  milieu,  said  Smat- 
wyt,  putting  bis  matutinal  toothpick  in  his 
pocket  for  future  explorations,  ntolcl  me  last 
evening  that  he  looks  upon  rc)or  11s  a  critical 
year  in  the  history  of  this  country.  He  says 
there  is  hound  to  be  disturbances,  and  perhaps 
a  successful  revolution.  He  believes  that  the 
people  have  submitted  to  all  they  can  bear, 
that  they  thoroughly  detest  the  present  gov- 
ernment anil  that  it  will  take  very  little  to 
make  them  rise  en  masse.  All  this,  he  says, 
will  serve  to  make  matters  worse  with  us,  and 
he  expects  that  the  necessaries  of  life  will 
become  dearer  than  ever,  and  that  the  majo- 
rity will  be  compelled  to  seek  food  and  shel- 
ter of  Nature  herself.  He  says  he  has  already 
picked  out  a  fine  old  mangueira  for  himself 
and  family,  and  u  quietly  putting  out  bana- 
nas and  maudioca  for  future  needs.  I  told 
him  I  could  not  see  the  need  of  ;ill  this,  for 
his  landlord  is  living  in  Paris.  But,  he  only 
shook  his  head  and  said  that  he  could  not  eat 
paving  stones.  The  remark  has  much  of  reason 
111  it,  I  must  admit,  but  all  the  same  I  have 
not  yet  decided  to  take  to  the  trees». 

—  We  have  several  times  had  occasion  to 
refer  to  the  decrease  in  the  consumption  of 
meat  in  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  us  one  of 
the  symptoms  of  the  impoverish  uient  of  the 
people  caused  by  exorbitant  taxation,  which, 
depleting  their  incomes  and  increasing  the 
cost  of  living,  forces  them  to  reduce  their  ex- 
penditure even  in  the  purchase  of  articles  of 
prime  necessity.  Our  remarks  produced  at 
the  time  no  visible  effect,  hut  they  were  ap- 
parently not  entirely  wasted,  for  the  subject 
has  now  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Noticla 
and  Pah,  two  journals  which  certainly  can 
not  be  accused  of  pessimism.  On  Thursday 
the  Noticia  published  the  following  statement 
of  the  number  of  beeves  slaughtered  for  the 
market  of  Rio  de  Janeiro:

Commenting  on  these  figures  the  Paiz  siys 
that  they  produce  the  irtost  painful  impression. 
And  it  adds  that  it  is  cruel  and  dangerous 
optimism  to  deny  the  critical  situation  that  is 
shown  by  the  diminution  of  trade,  by  the 
embarrassments  of  business  men,  by  hick  of 
employment  and  by  general  discouragement 
and  dejection.  Meat,  it  continues,  has  become 
a  luxury  and  it  cannot  he  otherwise  when 
factoriesare  turning  off  their  operatives,  whei 
business  houses  are  fortunate  if  their  receipt: 
are  sufficient  to  meet  current  expenses,  when 
^thousands  of  persons  are  unemployed,  in  short 
wnen  there  is  no  money,  no  credit  and  no 
work.

Financial  Notes 


—  It  is  announced  .that  1,000,000$  in  3  per 
cent  "  inscriptions  "  will  be  burned  by  the 
Banco  da  Republics  on  Saturday  next. 

—  The  minister  of  finance  wants  to  know 
why  certain  fines  have  not  been  collected  in 
the  famine-stricken  slate  of  CearA.  The  min- 
ister should    read   Portia's    sentence    ill   the 

"  Merchant  of  Venice  ". 

— The  heavy  decrease  in  customs  receipts  in 
December,  compared  with  the  same  month  of 
1S99,  can  not  fail  to  attract  notice.  The  same 
conditions  existed,  and  it  was  anticipated  that 
last  month's  receipts  would  at  last  equal  those 
of  the  preceding  year.  But  the  country  is 
exhausted  and  can  not  respond.  Does  the 
minister  of  finance  require  still  further  proof 
of  the  fatal  effects  of  his  suicidal  policy  ? 

—The  budget  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
for  the  current  year,  which  was  signed  on  the 
31st  nil.  by  Gov.  Quintilio  Bocayuva  immedi- 
ately after  his  inauguration,  estimates  the  re- 
venue of  the  state  at  1049S.69SI240,  and  ap- 
propriates io,466,5()7$4io.  Tins  leaves  a  small 
surplus  of  32, 1901830,  which,  it  is  needless  to 
say,  will  grow  into  a  much  larger  deficit  before 
the  year  closes. 

—On  the  31st  ult.  the  President  signed  and 
promulgated  the  legislative  act  which  giants 
an  annual  pension  of  24.000$  and  a  cash  pre- 
mium of  300,000$  to  Dr.  Jose  da  Silva  Pa- 
ranhos,  Barao  do  Rio  IJrauco,  as  a  national 
recompense  for  services  rendered  in  connection 
with  the  two  arbitration  cases  decided  in 
favor  of  Brazil.  The  same  act  grants  other 
favors  to  Barao  do  Rio  Branco  and  his  staff  in 
connection  with  the  diplomatic  service.

It  is  about  2,000  miles, 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Amazon,  which  is  its 
pullet  lo  the  sea.  The  boundary  between 
Brazil  and  Ilolivi.i  hasn-ver  been  well  define!1., 
and  eo  a  set]  tie  ally  when  Brazilians  settled  ami 
developed  the  Acre  country  Brazil  began  to
